GEORGE B. WEBSTER DEAD. 


Oldest Man in East Kingston Passes 


Away in House 
Where He 
Was 


Born. 


Goorge B Webster, the oldest man 


in East King-ton, died on Friday even- 
ing in the house where ho was born. 
May 31, IS!3. He was the youngest of 
the five sous oL John 
and 
Judith 


(Brown) Webster, his mother dying 
in 1S76 in .her 101st year. He was a 
lineal descendant ot Thomas Webster, 
one of the early settlers of Hampton, 
whose great-grandson. Bbenezer, born 
in East Kingston, was tho tather of 
Daniel Webster. 


George B. Webster was graduated 


from Phillips Exeter academy in 1832 
and then for two years taught school 
in Hackettstown. N. J. Called homo 
oy a death in the family, he combined 
farming and tanning in tho 
summer 


with teaching in the winter for sever- 
al years, and in 1847 he took charge of 
the East Kingston homestead, where 
lie had since lived, one of the most 
successful farmers in that section. 


He had voted for every whig or re- 


publican presidential candidate since 
1836. He 
was 
selectman 
of East 


Kingston four years and justice ot tho 
peace more than forty years He was 
long president 
of the 
Rockingham 


Faimeis' mutual fire insurance com- 
pany of Exeter and president of the 
Squamscott savinngs bank. 


He leaves tow sons, John, a miner

was falii.l to miiiil on Tuesday by a 
disoovf-ry at Kyf beach. 


piuate socrt'tary

known St. Louis banker, who is pass- 
ing the summer at the Farragut, left 
the hotel in the forenoon for a stroll 
along the beach. He came to a pile of 
sea weed and was picking the stuff 
over with his cane when he found a 
square piece of board on which was 
lashed a small tin tobacco box. 


The man cut the lashing from the 


box and lifted the cover. He found on 
the inside, carefully folded ,a piece of 
paper, apparently a leaf torn 
from a 


note book. The paper was smoothed 
out and the 
writing on it could 
be 


easily read. 


It was dated July 10, one week be- 


fore the disaster at the Shoals, and 
was signed Henry Coleman Farring- 
ton. 
It 
requested 
whoever 
found 


the samo to mail H to the undersigned 
at Cambridge, Mass., 
and 
a stamp 


would promptly be sent them, to pay 
for the postage 


Farrington, it will be remembered, 


was the Cambridge, Mass. , athlete 
who went out with the ill-fated boat- 
ing party at the Isles of Shoals, and 
who lost his life in trying to help has 
unfortunate girl companions. 


The young man was probably on 


the water a week before the accident 
and iu a spirit of fun scribbled the 
note and placing it in the bos, lashed 
it to a piece of wood and set it afloat. 
After drilling about the 
ocean 
for 


many days, the piece of wood was 
cast up on the beach at Rye, where it 
was found. 


The man who found it turned it over 


to Undertaker Niokorson of this city, 
with the request that it be forwarded 
to the unfortunate young man's 
pa- 


rents in Cambridge.

The beef 
supply of the country must be short, 
else such high prices would not rule. 
It 3s a plain projwsitlois that The male 
calf is father to the- steer, and If the 
calves sre sacriiiced there Is no possi- 
bility of cheaper beef for several years. 
We farmers, breeders and feeders do 
not want cheaper beef, for we see no 
more profit In the making of the beef 
than the maker of it deserves. As for 
the consumers in the cities and towns, 
they will have to make the best of it. 
for the nation that spends nearly $400,- 
000,000 yearly for beverage liquors can 
cut down the drink bill to keep up with 
the butcher. But it would appear to 
be good business for the raisers of 
calves to keep on the farms such calves 
as have promise of growing into good 
beef animals or good dairy animals. 
The present scarcity of feeds will not 
always continue, and when the new 
crops are available for feeding those 
who are desirous of making home con- 
sumption of home productions are like- 
ly to find a shortage of mouths to do 
the eating.—W. F. McSparran in Na- 
tional Stockman.

The ergot of rye or of' 
any other grain tends to contract the 
arteries and hence weakens the circu- 
lation at the extremities. The hoofs 
become affected -with dry gangrene, 
the skin of the nose peels off, and in 
hogs the hair will come off; all the re- 
sult of weakened circulation of the ex- 
tremities. It is therefore dangerous to 
feed chopped rye that contains ergot or 
rye straw. 
i 


The ergot can be readily detected by 


the long, black grains known among 
farmers as "spurred" rye. We do not 
see, however, why there should be any 
danger in allowing pregnant sows to 
pasture on green rye or rye In any 
stage until the ergot ^begins to appear, 
which is about the time the rye is ripe. 
We have never heard of any injurious 
effects from it. Therefore we do not 
hesitate in saying that it is entirely 
safe. 


Modern Forlc Production. 


In an Interesting paper ou the above 


subject before the Iowa Swine Breed- 
ers' association Professor C. P. Cur- 
tiss said that no other domestic auiinal 
is capable of converting the foodstufts 
of the farm into finished meat products 
so economically as the hog. This abil- 
ity has won for him the well deserved 
appellation of "mortgage lifter." The 
modern hog is capable of making from 
twelve to fifteen pounds of pork from 
one bushel of corn, the choice parts 
of which ffl-e worth from 20 to 30 
cents per pomyfc retail. Owing to its 
nature the bog is very sensitive to 
climatic changes, and this should be 
recognized In its treatment. Under do- 
mestication ti»e digestive organs of 
the hog have been enlarged, which in 
turn gives greater capacity as well as 
depth and length of body. 
The in- 


creased digestive capacity gives earlier 
maturity and a greater propensity to 
fatten. 


Feeding Swine For Weight. 


The Iowa Agricultural college, nt 


Ames, has recently marketed twenty- 
nine especially fed hogs at Chicago 
with a view of determining the merits 
of various kind? of feed. In the ex- 
periment were live lots of hogs, aver- 
aging 205 pounds at the beginning. 
They were crossbred — Poland-China. 
Duroc-Jersey, Poland-China-Berkshire 
and Polnud-Chlua-Yorkshirc. The feed- 
ing pcriofl covered seven weeks, nnd 
the result was phenomenal. Tho lots 
brought a uniform price of $7.55 per 
hundred pounds. 
Ono lot, using as n 


feed Swift's tankage, averaged 317 
pounds; another lot. Amour's tank- 
age, 301 pounds; Standard stock food, 
301 pounds; cornmenl, 20'J pounds; 
Darling's beef meal, 308 pounds. One 
animal gained 154 pounds in forty-nine 
tfays, nnd a few showed gains that 
made the corn fed worth $1.12 per 
bushel. 
The average gain per day 


was 2% pounds.—American Agricultur- 
ist 


How> Give Quick IVetnrnn. 


Quick returns from the investment 


arc one of the popular fentures of tho 
hog business. A beef steer must be 
two or three years old, nnd more than 
one crop of feed is required to tinisn 
him before ho Is ronrty lo make his 
returns. 
The hog is ready at from 


eight to ton months, nnd the corn from 
a single crop will fatten two genera- 
tions of porkers. The hog nlso gives n 
larger per cent of his weight in edible 
products, frequently, losing only 20 per 
cent of live weight. Quick returns nnd 
sumll profits fully bnlance slow re- 
turns nnd higher prices; but tho hog 
sells ns welli nt nine months ns he 
would nt nny greater ngo. These facts 
show thn advantage of keeping swine 
and account for tho fact thnt those 
who have handled tluc IIOK hn\o found 
hVunproutabl*.—-F«m and Ilnucli.

The lelegriiphonf is the niventSon of 


Valdwnar 
Poulson. and is, as the name Implies, a 
combination of the telegraph, tele- 
phone and the graphopbone or phono- 
graph. By the use of this device a tele- 
phone or telegraph conversation can be 
recorded on n steel wire or tape and 
reproduced at any time and as often 
as desired without the record deterio- 
rating. 


In this apparatus a steel wire or a 


steel band is moved by any suitable 
means with considerable velocity be- 
tween the poles of a small electro mag- 
net. Ou speaking into a telephone 
transmitter joined on the circuit the 
undulatory currents set up iu the 
transmitter react upon the electro mag- 
net and cause a continuous variation 
in the direction and in the degi^-e of 
magnetism at the poles of the electro 
magnet 


These variations are permanently re- 


corded on the steel wire as it rushes 
by. and when the message is complete 
the steel wire retains a definite record 
of what has taken place in the shape 
of continuous series of transverse mag- 
netized lines, varying throughout in 
their polarity and in their strength. 
On connecting a telephone receiver to 
the electro magnet and again starting 
the wire on its course, says the Tele- 
graph Age, this niagnetize_d wire gen- 
erates electric currents in the coils of 
the superimposed magnet as it passes 
between its poles, and these electric 
currents, which are the exact counter- 
part of those generated by the original 
voice, causM the telephone to repeat 
what was said In an almost absolutely 
perfect manner. 


MAKES SOLID PAINTS. 


Startling Invention of n Well Known 


French ArtUt. 


The invention of a new form of 


paint by the well known French artist, 
J. E. Raffaelli, has caused a great stir 
In art circles in Paris, as this is the 
first revolutionizing innovation made 
iu art since the Dutch master, Van 
Eyck, Introduced oil painting In the 
fourteenth century- 
Since that day 


artists' methods have varied little, al- 
though the modern mechanical meth- 
ods resorted to In the manufacture 
of paints have caused uncertain dura- 
tion of tones. Pictures by old masters, 
•who had to grind their own colois, arn 
found after centuries with little of 
their pristine splendor dimmed, where- 
as modern artists not infrequently are 
unpleasantly surprised by some such 
event as having a beautiful sky in one 
of their pictures turn to n rich nut 
brown equally beautiful, but less ap- 
propriate. 


Iluffaelli holds that the ruKIng of 


paints on the palette is. together with 
the other cause, largely responsible for 
this alteration, nnd this is one of the 
complications with w uich he is now do- 
ing away; also, no more brushes need 
lie used, wherefore less time will be 
lost i» catching the glowing tones of a 
sunset, and there will be no trouble in 
cleaning afterward. 
In addition to 


these advantages the paints dev ised by 
Raffnelll lm\e another peculiarity over 
others, in a peculiar luminosity never 
before attained. 


"Solid oil colors" is the name selected 


by naffaelll. from the fact that his 
paints nre made in sticks, ready for 
immediate use, the inner- colors being 
protected by a hardened outer coat, 
which, when broken through, enables 
the stick to be applied directly to the 
canvas, as with a crayon. 


The use of n fluid lens is a very old 


idea, but when it became possible to 
make goo'd glass lenses and the suc- 
cessful combination of crown and flint 
glass was made the fluid lens soon fell 
into disuse. 
At a recent meeting of 


the London Camera club Dr. E. F. 
Grun described a new fluid lens with 
which he has recently been experi- 
menting. 


His idea In using such a lens is to in- 


crease the rapidity of action of the 
camera. Ho has been so successful 
that he can produce very excellent 
photographs with short exposures und 
ordinary urtlticinl illumination, his 
Ions working at 1.4 F. nnd even .5 F. 
Hv.- showed 
snapshots 
of theater 


scenes taken at night with only the 
ordinary theater Illumination, no "flash- 
lights" being used, which were remark- 
ably sharp nnd clear and In which the 
great depth of focus of the lens was 
well shown, lx>th the performers at 
the front of the stngo nnd the scenery 
fft the back being perfectly sharp nnd 
distinct.

AN END TO RUNAWAYS. '.

It Is no longer nt-ee&sary for a driven 


to fasten his horse to a hitching post, 
If provided with the fastening devlcw 
here Illustrated, he needs simply to 
slip his reins on the t-utch in the 
wagon, ajid the horse will be unable. 
to run away. Mr. Phillis Mayotte of 
\\Vlls. Mich., is the inventor of ihl* 
new fastener. The construction of tha 
device is very simple, says the- Scien- 
tific American. Supported in a bracket 
on The vehicle is a spindle carrying a 
disk provided with hooks to st-rve as 
a fastening means for the reins. Be- 
neath this disk Is a ratchet wht-vl en- 
gagi-d by a spring pressed imwl. The

lower end of the spindle protrudes 
from the bracket and is connected by 
a universal joint to a rod which tele- 
scopes In a tube carried in a bracket 
on the front axle. 
On the rod Is a 


series of pins which project through 
longitudinally ranging slots in the tube, 
whereby the rotary motion of the tube 
Is communicated to the rod. 


At the lower end of the tube Is a 


small bevel gear which engages a large 
bevel-gear on the hub of one of the 
front wheels. The teeth of these gears 
are curved outwardly so ns to allow 
for any uuevenuess in the road, and 
all play In the parts is taken up by a 
spring colled iu the tube nnd abutting 
against the end of the rod held therein. 
A lever ou the rod connects with the 
top of the tube and permits the latter 
to be lifted sufficiently to disconnect 
the gears. This will be found useful 
In long drives, when It is desirable to 
save the parts from wear. 


To fasten the horse one needs simply 


to wind the reins around the spindle 
and secure them under a hook ou the 
disk. If the horse should start for- 
ward, the reLns will be quickly wound 
up on the spindle nnd the animal sud- 
denly checked. Any subsequent back- 
ward movement would have no effect, 
on account of the spring pressed pawl 
ratchet, which prevents rotation of tho 
spindle 
in the 
opposite 
direction. 


Ilcnce, whichever way the horse may 
turn, the wheels cannot be moved. 


The announcement was made recent- 


ly in a London paper that a perfect 
blue rose had been received from this 
country at the Kew gardens. There 
was nothing in tho short notice, aside 
from the mention that tho rose was 
considered a botanical curiosity, to In- 
dicate that the flower, a perfect blue, 
marks an epoch in rose culture. 


Among the faddists In the growing 


of the rose It has been for ages the 
sought for color. Not that there would 
be any particularly large money re- 
ward, but there seems to be some al- 
lurement in the hope that their name 
may go down In botanical history trail- 
ing after a Latin prefix as the grower 
of "a perfect blue." 


In other countries and In bygone 


years things were different as to the 
monetary rewards for successful grow- 
ing of floral monstrosities. Thi3 was 
notably the case in the Netherlands 
during the early part of the seven- 
teenth century. 
The country went 


mad over the tulip, and large bonuses 
iu cash were offered for the produc- 
tion of perfect specimens of the dif- 
ferent varieties, especially a true black. 
And one instance Is recorded where 
13,000 florins was paid for a single 
plant 


Whllo the growing of these floral 


freaks has always been a matter of 
much Interest to botanists, It has been 
a luxury wKh which the commercial 
florist, no matter how enthusiastic, 
could not afford to toy. He Is mostly 
concerned In the successful raising of 
varieties for which there is a well 
known public demand. Thus exper- 
imentation has become a monopoly en- 
joyed by private botanical students 
nnd those at the head of botanical gar- 
dens and tho conservatories attached 
to private estates.

Would Starve Striker*, 
The "vampire" speech made by 


Judge Jackson of AVest Virgiuizi wbfii 
he fixed eitrc'iue ptnallies on tlie 
labor rcpre.seniaiivt-s wlio were \vort- 
iiijf for their order is one of tbose ut- 
terances that have in them Ibe ele- 
ments of all sorts of dissatisfaction 
and disturbaijoe. 


Periodic-ally there comes to the bench 


a man who is absolutely out or" syui- j 
pathy \viih the spiral of his liiue, and 
such a one is very likely to re-yard his 
elevation to the position as a warrant 
for assuming that he is privileged to 
hector and scold as well as to lix pen- 
alties and decide disputes. 


These are the Judges who are most 


given to using- their power of commit- 
ment for contempt of court. 


The men Judge Jackson has sent to 


Jail for periods of two and three 
months disregarded the injunction that 
forbade them to persuade men to join 
a labor union. It will be a long time 
before America is ready to accept the 
ruling of this court that talking to the 
employees of a particular concern is an 
offense so grave that a sweeping in- 
junction can make it contempt of 
court. 


That such a ruling is of use to the 


Clarksburg Fuel company is obvious, 
and there have been judges who have 
found warrant of law for prohibiting 
anything that rich corporations found 
to their disadvantage. 


Does anybody believe that if the 


Miners' union applied to this or any 
other Judge for an injunction prohibit- 
ing the Clarksburg Fuel company 
from inducing its employees to remain 
outside the union they would get even 
a hearing? 


The description of the union organ- 


izers a3 "vampires that live and fatten 
on the honest labor of the coal miners 
of the country * » * and have nothing 
in common with the people who are 
employed in the mines of the Clarks- 
burg Fuel company" is part of Judge 
Jackson's tirade. 


Certainly the dignity of the courts is 


more jeopardized by such a revelation 
of temper and bias on the part of a 
judge than it ever could be by the dis- 
regard of his injunctions. 


The lawyers who practice before 


Judge Jackson "have nothing in com- 
mon" with the litigants they repre- 
sent, but he would hardly describe 
them as vampires. 


The walking delegates are a part of 


the scheme of unionizing labor—a 
scheme that has done more for the 
bettetment of conditions among those 
who toil than any other element of 
our civilization. Without their unions 
the employees of aujj corporation are 
utterly at its mercy. By concerted ac- 
tion they can make a stand against in- 
justice that they never could do as in- 
dividuals. 
Without the organizers 


there would be no unions, a situation 
that would doubtless satisfy the own- 
ers of coal mines and possibly Judge 
Jackson, but one that would be mel- 
ancholy for the men, who have to work 
with their hands. 


The last word as'to government by 


injunction has not b*een spoken in this 
country by any meacis. 


The power to punish for contempt 


of court was given judges as. a pro- 
tection to themselves at their ses- 
sions. It was never meant to create 
new crimes or to furnish a weapon 
for employers as against their men. 


There is another oispect of this case. 


Every pei sou befoz-e a court is required 
to treat that couift with respect and 
courtesy. The obligation of tb« par- 
ticular citizen wiho happens to be 
chosen to sit in judgment on h-Is fel- 
lows to treat othea-s with rospect and 
courtesy Is equally binding. The jtalgc, 
who is there to decade the rights and 
wrongs of disputes/and administer the 
law generally, is neither a preacher 
nor a professor of morals. Sermons 
and lessons nro as far from* his duties 
as abuse and tyranmy. 


Calling men vampires because they 


are intrusted by tlueir fellows with a 
function of which Judge Jackson dis- 
approves is neither-law nor manners.

nection with the pun-chase and distri- 
bution of food for tjhe striking miners. 


The lawbrenkiugj railroads, which 


mine coal illegally and in defiance of 
their charters, are -to be congratulated 
on the presence on tho bench of two 
such) convenient Justices as these. 


If they do not win the strike, it will 


not1 be the fault of Judge Jackson and 
Judge \Kcller. 


JThe splendid response of the union 


conference in the matter of strike ben- 
efits made it Impossible for the coal 
operators to carry out their beneficent 
scheme of starving the strikers into 
abandoning tbrclr union, so this in- 
junction, directed at the leaders of the 
national executive committee and oth- 
ors charged with the duty of providing 
supplies for the men who are out on 
strike, comes along in tho very nick 
of time. 


The encroachment on the liberty of 


the miners is greater with every ex- 
n tuple of this misuse of the power of 
the federal injunction. 


There was a time in the isistory of 


the struggle between capital and ita 
employees that It wns a serious penal 
offense for a man to accept or-demand 
more than a rnte of wages so low that 
It Boeiua incredible that workmen were 


teble to live at all. 
It was no mere 


make believe law t-ilher aud was but- 
m-sifcd by another that wade it puu- 
isbablc by imprisonment to refuse tu 
work at the prevailing rate. 


It was froiu this comlaiuii of slavery 


that labor unions rescued The iiit-u who 
tio the World's \\oik. 


The injunction priuojile would again 


bind the- haaids of labor aijd make- U 
absoluu-ly d<-]«.-uik-nt 011 ihc gem-rosiiy 
of employers. 


It is not for the law Jo say that iiit-u 


shall not join unions for tlu'ir mutual 
bem-nt or that th«-y shall uot i-udt-a\or 
to gt'l olht-rs to join them or that they 
shall liot form'(.amps or do au\lhj:ig 
else that is uot In itself unlawful and 
when the law is turned and bi-ut to 
make these things criminal, to the c-!id 
that some man or set of men iuay hire 
workers Cheai'lv. there IS engendered a 
contempt for laws that may uot al- 
ways be COUUiied to the judge made 
rulings. 


The progress of labor has been over 


the wrecks of just such obstacles as 
these, and it is absurd to suppose that 
this progress can be halted now. Tin? 
injunctions of Judge Jackson and 
Judge Keller will never become prece- 
dents. 
Whether they are sustained 


for the present or not. they will soon 
be overruled by the court of public 
opinion, against the decisions of which 
no iniustice can stand in a free couu- 
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try. 


Within a generation these Injunc- 


tions will be as great curiosities in the 
history of the struggle for better con- 
ditions for laboring men as the old law 
referred to above that made it a crime 
to refuse work for a small and arbi- 
trarily set rate of wages. 


The law Is what the people make It, 


and the people of the United States 
will never be party to the erection of 
such tyrannical and one sided rulings 
as these into part of the legal system.

About three-fourths of the railroad 


accidents occur because employees in- 
sist on becoming careless after they 
have worked thirty or forty consecu- 
tive hours. There should be a proper 
commission appointed to examine men 
for these very responsible positions 
and no applicant be granted a position 
unless he can demonstrate that he can 
work at least a week on cold lunch 
without sleep.—Seattle Building Trades 
Bulletin.

commissioners, and a writ of habeas 
corpus will not He. The only olliciai 
who can overrule the commission is 
the secretary of the treasury, to whom 
an appeal must be made.

KEEP UP THE COAST DEFENSE! 


If the coast defenses of this country 


are worth anything at all, they are 
surely worth .maintenance in the best 
of condition, which means their man- 
ning with cr«-ws of highly efficient 
artillerymen This necessarily involves 
expense in the providing of ammuni- 
tion and the holding of frequent drills 
and trials. But, assuredly, the end is 
•worth the cost. It 'is deplorable that 
a hoard of inspection should find con- 
ditions at the coast fortifications as 
tad as they are reported to be in the 
eyes of the officers who recently made 
tae rounds of these works. 
They 


found, it is said, that not only -were 
some of the guns badly mounted, but 
that the crews were, in many instan- 
ces, utterly inefficient ignorant of the 
•working of the mechanism 
of 
the 


weapons, and decidely deftcent In their 
target practice. 


This condition was generally com- 


plained of before the war with Spain 
caused Congress to devote large ap- 
propriations to coast defenses. It wan 
hoped that the old deficiencies of the 
artillery service would be remedied 
when millions were spent in guns and 
emplacements. Hut apparently 
the 


personnal has not kept pace with th* 
artillery and the consequence la the 
unsatisfactory showing of the defens- 
es under the scrutiny of the experts. 
It has been urged in this connection 
that it is unwise to cause the men in 
charge of these guns to use them 
freely for target practice, in the fear 
that this proceeding -wili permit too 
easy an acquaintance with the loca- 
tion and the •character and efficiency of 
the batteries. 
If this objection is val-

Some Fa«to About These Venta to th« 


Karth'd Interlo» Fire. 


Eons ago the earth on which "we 


lire -tvas a Lage mass of "fire mist" 
Astronomers tell us that today In the 
heavens we can sco vast nebulas, sug- 
gesting what the earth, was once. 
Gradually the surface of the "fire 
mist" cooled and hardened, but the In- 
terior Is still Intensely hot. Whether 
it is solid, liiiuid or viscous we do not 
know. This hunt, raging tulles below 
the surface, at times escapes through 
the hard crust by veuts or volcanoes. 


There are froni 300 to 3<lO volcanoes 


on the gfobc. This estimate includes 
merely Live volcanoes which within re- 
cent times have been in action. If we 
should count the many mountains scat- 
tered over the earth which show today 
signs of volcanic action In more re- 
mote past, the estimate would have to 
be increased by many hundreds. 


Volcanoes would seem to bo arranged 


•with more or less symmetry in belta 
circling the great ocenns. 
A ring of 


flre surrounds the Pacific. Starting at 
the South Shetland islands, several 
hundred miles south of Cape Horn, a 
belt of volcanoes extends tip the west 
const of South America, Central Amer- 
ica and Xorth America; from Alaska It 
crosses the Pacific along the Aleutian 
islands to Kamchatka; thence it fol- 
lows the east edge of the Pacific 
through the Kurlle islands, Japan, For- 
mosa, the Philippines, the Moluccas, 
the Solomou islands, the North Heb- 
rides, New Zealand and finally ends 
In Mounts Terror and Erebus, on 
tfte Antarctic continent.—Geographic 
Magazine.

That problem is child labor. Ten- 


nessee and Louisiana eseeptcd, the 
southern states hold the unique posi- 
tion of being the only portion of the 
civilized globe wherein the employ- 
ment of children is not regulated by ; 
law. 


The great American public, however, 


eeems to have but a. faint conception 
of the extent or enormity of the child 
slavery evil as existing in its owu 
land, judging from the storm of in- 
dignation aroused by the accounts of 
the alleged conditions as published in 
leading magazines. 


Could conditions so harrowing and 


out of harmony with the spirit of the 
times actually exist in this "laud of 
the free and home of the brave," and 
that, too, in this much vaunted twen- 
tieth century of civilization and prog- 
ress V 


Are such accounts absolutely authen- 


tic? Upon a foundation of facts may 
there not have been imposed a super- 
structure of fiction and 
sentiment? 


Upon no publication probably do the 
duty and responsibility of furnishing ( 
trustworthy answers to such queries i 
more clearly devolve than upon the 
organ of the dry goods trade— the Dry 
Goods Economist. 


"We want the facts concerning child 


labor," were the last words of the ed- 
itor in chief of this paper in dispatch- 
Ing me upon the tour of Investigation 
which I am now making. 
"We have 


no ur to grind, care not whom the 
truth may hurt or help, but beware of 
special pleading. Steer clear of suuti- 
mentality on the oue baud and white- 
washing on tlie other. We want facts." 


What nre the facts? 
An article which appeared in the 


Way Philistine, from the pen of Elbert 
Uubbard. entitled "White Slavery' lu 
the South," is perhaps the most sensa- 
tional presentation of the case that | 
has been published. 
An exhaustive ; 


investigation of the subject— not from 
hearsay or at long range, but ns nn 
eyewitnesses — compels the conclusion 
that bad as the real conditions un- 
doubtedly arc the Philistine's account 
of them is at ninny points palpably 
overdrawn. And this is especially un- 
fortunate, seeing that the truth in it- 
self 
was 
sufficiently 
strong— almost 


sensational enough, I might say— to 
reuder exaggeration or misrepresenta- 
tion entirely superfluous. 


From the viewpoint of child labor 


the conditions are indeed appalling. 
Indeed, it is almost Inconceivable how 
they could have so long existed with- 
out a protest that would have resound- 
ed the world around. 


This is the more incomprehensible 


In view of the fact that mill presidents 
and managers are men of exceptional 
charactes and capacity. Though typic- 
al southerners, runny of them 
are 


Harvard, Yale or Princeton graduates. 
They play golf, sport automobiles and 
nre prominent In church and politics. 
Yet they are parties to a slavery in- 
finitely more cruel and debasing than 
the worst that ever existed in the 
darkest days prior to the dawn of 
negro emancipation. 


It is true— alas, too true — that these 


tiny toilers— "slaves" is the word, for 
slaves they nre to the avarice or igno- 
rance of their parents— have weazcued 
bodies and wan faces. 


Even mill owners do not deny this, 


though ascribing' It to poor diet and 
worse habits. They claim thnt nil mill 
workers, due in part to the confinement 
Incident to their occupation, have a 
complexion best described as a "prison 
pallor." Equally pinched and haggard 
faces, they add, nre nlso to be ob- 
served in the case of street arabs and 
store children. 


In only one mill— nnd that in Colum- 


bia, S. C.— was I enjoined from asking 
questions of child operatives. In one 
mill only three of the twenty boys mid 
glrla who were asked whether they 
could read and write claimed that they 
could, and of these two cither could 
not or would not prove the possession 
of such ability when handed paper 
and pencil. 


Thla condition, too, the mill OWIKTB 


frnnkly admitted, but they attempt to 
shirk all responsibility therefor. 
They 


contend thnt the parents of these chil- 
dren. not having enjoyed such advan- 
tages themselves, nru not nllve to the 
necessity of education, and, though ex- 
cluded from the mills, these child op- 
crntivps would not be put to school, but 
would roam the «tn>et8. And If there Is 
one thing more thnn another which 
thoroughly arouses the alarm of ft mill 
owner It Is this Ineradicable propensity 
of children to piny plngpong with each 
other and fate in tho byways aud

Who is responsible for this state of 


affairs? 
Tho "cracker" or father of 


the family? To a certain extent, yes. 
But in this solution nre not the real 
culprits the mill operators themselves. 
\\ ho have fought and are pledged to 
continue to fight any and all efforts 
aimed at a regulation of the evil by 
legal enactment? 


It is true there arc countless in- 


stances of "crackers" or heads of fam- 
ilies who invert the normal order of 
things by calling- upon their progeny 
to support them in lieu of supporting 
their offspring. 
I have talked with 


several such. 
The Philistine editor 


faithfully portrayed the type. Not the 
slightest exaggeration there. 
Such n 


parent is a monster whom 'twere gross 
flattery to call a man. He Is generally 
to be found hanging around n grocery 
store chatting by the hour with cattle 
similarly situated. I have joined such 
a group and "butted Into" tho milk. 


One told me that he hnd $3G coming 


in every fortnight, the proceeds of four 
children's nnd a wife's earnings. Two 
children each got 40 cents a day, two 
got GO cents and the wife .$1 a day. 


I asked him why he didn't turn in 


himself and allow the wife at least to 
remain at home. ''That's my bus. .e.ss, 
sah," was the reply, accompanied by n 
look and gestures which boded little 
good to the questioner. 


Undaunted by this ebullition of tem- 


per, I further inquired what he would 
do should his children slip their cables 
and make for parts unknown. "I'd get 
them back, sab; don't you forget it, 
and when I did they'd be taught t\ 
lesson they'd never forget. 
The boys 


nre mine till they're twenty-one and 
the girls till eighteen, and the law will 
uphold ine in my rights." 


Yet there are mill owners—graduates 


of colleges and pillars of churches— 
who consider their Industry grossly 
libeled by the slightest references to 
child slavery. 


The children, by the way, do not 


complain of cruelty by overseers. They 
say they are not cuffed or flogged or 
In any way maltreated, though many 
taskmasters use abusive, even profane, i 
language in enforcing their orders. 
I 


Before being shown through tho va- I 


rious mills I generally had a chat with ! 
the president, as well ns with the su- j 
perintendent. 
1-toth assured me thnt j 


though they endeavored to keep chil- 
dren under twelve years of age out of 
the mill some were admitted because 
their mother was a widow or their fa- 
ther an invalid, their help consequent- 
ly being essential to the support of the 
family. 


But there \vns another feature, they 


added, from which, without explana- 
tion, a wrong Inference would likely 
be drawn. 
(..Hilte a number of small 


children would be seon in tho spinning 
rooms who are not on the pay rolls of 
the mill. They were there merely on 
sufferance—that is, at the request of 
mothers employed In the rooms, who 
wanted their children near them while 
at work. 


So, in making the rounds of the mills 


whenever n tiny tot was noticed tying 
broken 
threads or 
otherwise busy 


around the spindles the foregoing ex- 
planation was invariably forthcoming— 
"not on the pay roll." 
In one Instance 


after the superintendent had made this 
stereotyped comment he was called 
away a few moments—an intermi^lon 
which, true to reportorial instincts, I 
employed to good advantage by asking 
the tot "merely there on sufferance," 
"Do you work here regularly?" "Yes," 
was the reply. 


"How much do you get?" I asked. 
"Ten cents a day," was the reply. 
Of course I am not sure that this 


was not an Isolated instance, but I con- 
fess to strong doubts thereon. So many 
such infants were noted In the spin- 
ning rooms, all apparently as busy us 
those admittedly employees, that cre- 
dulity Is apt to make o stand against 
such explanations. 


Another point is that even In those 


mills where the superintendents were 
exceptionally emphatic in their protes- 
tations against the employment of chil- 
dren under twelve years many wen- 
Iioted whose age did not KCCIII over pi-j;bt 
or ten years at the most, 
lu passing 


fetich I would say to the superintend- 
on t, "Isn't that lad under twelve?" He 
would-be called up and asked his age, 
the Invariable reply being, "Twehi; 
years." 
Such uniformity was, to say 


the least, surprising. 


"Twelve jenrs?" 1 would repeat. "If 


no, no stronger aigument could possi- 
bly be advanced in fa\or of the exclu- 
sion of children from factories, if Hint 
la an example of tlio effect such em- 
ployment IIIIH upon their physical de- 
volopiiu'iit." 
This comment seldom 


evoked nuy reply from tho superin- 
tendent. 
Evidently he bud nothing

The movement to effect this improve- 
ment has not been a hasty one. The 
town was set off from Portsmouth. 
and granted a separate charter in 1693, 
and it was only at the last town meet- 
ing that the selectmen were author- 
ized to select names tor the streets, 
and put up, in suitable places, signs 
bearing 
the names selected. 


This duty the selectmen 
have 
at- 


tended to 
this 
summer, and 
icheir 


choice of names seems to have been 
sensible. The longest stretch of street 
in town that fronts the river is River 
street, and a shorter bit, near fort Con- 
stitution, is Piscataqua street. 


The most direct load — there is no 


straight road in New Castls — from 
the upper bridges to the opposite end 
of the island, is- Portsinouih 
avenue 


for about half its length, and then be- 
comes Cranfield street, which soon 
turns a corner and goes off toward 
Piscataqua street, leaving Main street 
to take up the route. 
The longest 


street in the town from Main street to 
the Went worth bridge is Wentworth 
avenue 
and 
a 
short 
street 


running 
from 
Main 
to 
Piscata- 


qua is Atkinson street, so named, and 
properly, in honor of Theodore Atkin- 
son, a famous and worthy character in 
the town's early history. 


All these nami.s. and those of the 


other streets not mentioned, seern ap- 
propriate and commendable, with the 
exception of 'that of Cranfleld street. 
This was named, ot" course, in honor 
of EJwaid Craafield. the first lieuten- 
ant governor of New Hampshire, who 
liTc-ti in New Castle; 
but 
the 
old 


scamp never merited the honor, for he 
was beyond dispute the very worst 
governor the province ever had. There 
is a kink in Cranfield stieet, as there 
was in Cranfield's morals, and in so 
much the name is appropriate; but it 
is too bad that a pretty street in the 
charming island town should bear the 
name of that unmitigated rascal. — I. 
P. Miller in Boston Sunday Globe.
